B LfEFIELDS, W. Va., Oct. 3.—As the result of an explosion this after- 


noon at the West Fork niines of the Pocahontas collieries company, 


where the explosion of 1902 occurred, in which Superintendent 
O'Mally 


and sixteen others lo«t Uu-ir lives, sixty-five to 100 men are Ktippos£d__to 
be entombed. 
Two rescue parties have entered the mines, and up to 11 
o'clock tonight, two men have been rescued and revived. 
The mine is re- 


ported to bo on fire, and the work of rescue is retarded. 
The cause of the explosion is not known. v Great excitement prevails 


in the neighborhood of the mines. Crowds of men. women and children re- 
main about the mouth of the mine anxiousiy awaiting news of 
relatives 


find friends among the missing. 


The explosion took place in what is known ns the St. Paul entiy to the 


mine. The lack of brattice cloth helps to retard the rescue, work and 
a 


carload of it is beins hurr'.fd forward on a special train from Klurfields. 
The definit" results of the explosion will not be known for perhaps twelve 
hours. 


Thp force of the excision was hardly noticeable at t_he_mines mouth, 


as the entry in whicli it occurred is two and a half miles in the mountain.;. 
A number ef men in the South mine were almost suffocated before they 
were rescued.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


No Objections to Public Ownership 


question k being so much discussed in the 
newspapers at the present time as Govern- 


ment ownership of interstate railroads, whose ad- 
vocacv by Mr Bryan has brought it prominently 
before the people. 
Mam Democratic journals 


are opposing it, or discuss the subject in a way 
uhich indicates great reluctance to adopt Bryan's 
view. And while some Republican papers "give 
a qualified endorsement of the policy, most of 
them are attempting to prejudice the public mind 
against it, for political effect, if not from a gen- 
uine disbelief in it. 


The favorite point of attack upon the policy 


in question is of a statistical character, the objec't 
being to impress readers with an overpowering 
sense of the magnitude of the proposal. Thus the 
following statistics arc paraded, as gathered by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for 1904:

These statistics are inclusive of 
all 
roads, 


whether wholly within a state or interstate. But 
even making no deductions, such an arraj of fig- 
ures need not frighten am body into opposition to 
Government ownership. If a few men living in 
New York may successfully operate the "Teat 
railroad systems, mainly for their own profit, 
why may not a like number of men in the service 
of the Government, equally capable, do the <;am< 
thing? 
No one disputes the fact that for the 


heads ef Departments at Washington, even al- 
though the salaries arc relatively small, the Gov- 
ernment is able to obtain the best men to be found 
in the United States. Am lawyer regards it a= 
an honor to be asked to assume the duties of At- 
torne> -General, and among the ablest financiers 
the position of Secretary of the Treasury is a cov- 
eted distinction. And does anjborh pretend that 


the business of the Post Office, with its hundreds 
of thousands of employes, would be better con- 
ducted, or with greater advantage to the public, 
if it were a prnatc monopoly as the express bus- 
iness is? 


All that is needed to make Government own- 


ership of railroads a success is to take their ad- 
ministration out of politics, which may easily be 
done by the application to them of Civil Service 
principles, which now govern the administration 
of the various Departments 
at Washington 


There is no good reason why Government em- 
ployes should not give as good service as if in 
the pa> of pnvat^ corporations. 
Why should not 


the Government of the United States be as capa-i 
ble of operating railroads as am foreign Govern- 
ment0 Public ownership is the rule in Europe, 
Australia and New Zealand and partly prevails 
in Canada. 


One of the great advantages of Government 


ownership would be the doing away with the 
present wasteful competition, which absorbs no 
small percentage of the earnings 
of 
railways 


throughout the countrj. 
An army of solicitors, 


innumerable offices, and a vast amount of super- 
fluous printing could be cut off, thus effecting a 
great economy in operation. This, in fact, is one 
of the chief reasons given by the railway mag- 
nates for the merger or consolidation of compet- 
ing road'-, which has been going on for many 
ji ears 


As to the acquisition of intersta'e lines of rail- 


vad*, the problem is far less difficult than it ap- 
pears 
It ma> be accomplished without taxation 


and w ith little or no actual outlay of money. 
It 


vvould be sufficient to issue bonds for the purpose 
with the roads themselves and their equipment 
as security, just as the railroad companies now 
do. And with the credit of the Government back 
of these securities tiny would be in great de- 
mand for investment, at rates of interest much 
lower than railroad stocks and bonds now paj. 
In this way the Government is constructing the 
Panama Canal, and has acquired the rights and 
properties of the French Canal Company, includ- 
inq the Panama lailroad.—Sacramento Bee. 


Present Conditions 


EFORE tlu> disaster of April 18. San Fran- 


cisco was suffering from a scarcity of 


skilled labor m man> trade-,. Since the fire, \\ith 


the attendant demand for men clue to the rebuild- 
ing of the City that shortage has been cnipha^cd 
a hundred fold, and the scarcity has become a 


famine. 
As a natural consequence washes have 


increased almost be\ond the ability of employer- 
to pay the sums demanded. 


In one way employers are 
themselves 
to 


blame. \ number of contractors in order to rush 
work through offered abo\e the scale for men 


taking workmen away from other employers. The 
natural result was to bring about an increase all 
around. 


The present condition is nothing more or less 


than the natural working of the law of supph 
and demand. In times of plenty prices are low- 
when there is a shortage or scarcity of any com- 
modity, prices rise correspondingly. 
Unfortu- 


nately th'e demand is so great in San Franciscc 
for everything in the building line, and in fact in 
every line, that millmen, contractors and property 
owners have sought to make unusual profits, and 


These men complain of the high prices in ohtcr 
These men complain o fthc high price in othei 


lines than their own—of the demands, of laboi — 


yet forget thai thej. themselves, are to blame. 


The real sufferers from this condition are not 


the skilled workers, who through their unions 
can compel increase of pa\ to meet the increase 


in prices, bin the clerks and bookkeepers, the doc- 
tors and lawyers, who must pa\ the highest prices 
but cannot exact greater emoluments for theii 
ov\ n sen ices. 


This condition cannot last for long; it will 


right itself. Like the iceberg that, when it leaves 
the parent pack in the frozen north, is two-thirds 
submerged but turns completely over when the 
warmer waters of the south melt it away from 
below, so both cmplojer and employed by piling 
the Ossa of cost upon the Pelion of wages will 
put prices up be\ ond the purchasing power of the 
people with the result that the whole fabric will 
become top-hea\y and fall of its own weight, and 
a re-adjustment of conditions will ensue. 
Thif 


w ill come with the influx of workmen from with- 
out and the inability of people to pay from within 
"All the traffic will bear'' may be a good maxim 
for the moment, but the careful man will consider 
the future and be guided accordingly.
